M. CRONIER’S TRAGIC SUICIDE. 


(Faom our own CoxnesrospEnt). 


London, August 29. 

The Buropean bonrses and the London 
Stock Exchange were yesterday staggered by 
the sensational news of the sudden death of M. 
Cronier, the great sogar magnate. The effect 
was felt more especially on the Paris and 
Hambarg bourses, whero the chief dealings in 
sngar shares take place. 

M. Ernest Cronier, Ingenieur Principal de 
Ponts et Chanriee, Officier de In Legion d’hon- 
near, hed ¢normous commitments in sugar, 
which, sc:orting to report, showed differences 
of over £2,000,000. The exact amoant of the 
losses cannot be ascertained, however, until his 
accvnnta have been liquidated, so that the 
above figures must be accepted with reserve. 

M. Cronier has for years been more or leas 
connected with the sugar interests of Bgypt 
and Egyptian finance. In_ 1892 he formed the 
Société Générale des Sucreries et de la Raffi- 


Soares, and at the time of his death he was 
president of the company. Not only was he 
president, but he was the raling spirit of the 
concern. The interests of both the Say and 
Susrrs funilies camo under the direct control 
of this very strong-willed man, who, like 
Langrand Damonean in jxties and Bon- 
teaux in the eeventies, dealt mith all his com- 
psnies ay if they were branches of his own 
estates. 

In 1898 he, in conjunction with-Sir Brest 
Cassol, Messiears Sanres andCattaui, purchased 
the Dsics Sanieh estates from the Egyptian 
Government, and in 1902 he bought from the 
Daira Sanieh administration the various sugar 
factories tor nearly £1,000,000 sterling. In 
order to carry out the financing of this opera- 
tion the Daira Sanieh Sugar Corporation was 
foonded with a total share and debenture 
| cupital of £1,573,009, and was the go-between 
of the Daira Sanieh and the Sucreries et Raffi- 
nerie Co, 

‘The tragic suicide of M. Cronier (it appears 
he shot himself with a revolver at his dwelling 
in the Roe de Lisbonne, Paris), caused a heavy 
fall in the sugar shares on the Paris bourse, The

Raniour is perpetually busy with the names 
of judges and officers of the High Court of 
Justice, and the latest cnconfirmed rumonr is 
that of the pending retirement of Lord Dun- 
boyne, the King's Remembrancer. ‘Of all the 
many legal offices which have from time to 
time been filled by very eminent men, perhaps 
his is one‘of those least popalarly known and 
ratood, The holder is seldom before the 
blic gaza in bis official capacity, snd therefore 
he is a personality hardly ever heard of outside 
tbe scope of his legal fonctions, Notwithstand- 
ing this, he fills a very interesting and ancient 
post, and bas a quaint variety of duties to 
perform, 

Lord Dunboyne has held bia present posi 

asa Master of the Supreme Court for 

wards of thirty-one years and hoe succeeded 
Mr. George Pollock as Remembrancer in 1901. 
His other immediate predecessors were Sir 
Prederick Pollock, Sir William Walton, 
Mr. Vincent, which carries the record back to 
sbout the period of Queen Victorii 
Lord Dunboyne, who has been 
presentative peer since. 1901, was born in 
January, 1844, and is the twenty-fifth baton 
by summons and the sixteenth by patent. Ho 
was educated at Winchester and Trinity 
College, Dablin, and was called to the Bar in 
1869, in which year he married the daughter 
of Captain Probyn, R.N. The salary of the 
office is £1,800 a year, of which £800 is 
ipportioned as Remembrancer. 

"sq King’s Remembranoer was formerly an 

af the Exchequer, though now of the 
upreme Court. “The post is one of great anti- 
qaity, the holder being anciently called 
Remembrancer, Memorator, or Rememorator. 
At ong time there seem to have been three 
membrancers of the Exchequer, 

Jerks of the Remembrance, and distinguished 
onder the titles of King’s Remembrancer, 
Lord ‘Treasurer's Remembrancer, and the 
Remembrancer of the First Fruits. The two 
Istter have now ceased to exist, the former of 
the two having been merged in the daties of 
King’s Remembrancer, and the latter has 
collapsed in consequence of the diversion of 
wthe fand. In 1869 the Remembrancer ceased 
to be a separate officer, and was required to be 
s master of the Court of Exchequer, Under the 
Jadicature Act, 1873, he was attached to the 
Sapreme Cort, while the Act of 1879 trans- 
ferred him to the central office, and he became 
s Master. On the occurrence of a vacancy, it 
laid down that the appointment shall be filled 
by the senior Master of the Sopreme Court. In 
remote times considerable and important datics 
sppertained to the office. Certain ceremonial 
fonctions still remain, such as the nomization 
of sheriffs, the swearing-in of the Lord Mayor of 
London, the trial by Pyx, and the 
menta of the homage for Cro 
important daties, however, relate 
ery of land by informationin case bfintrusion 
and the recovery of legacy and suocession 
duties not paid. Any proceedings affecting the 
Revenue, from the smallest valuation, pasd 
through the Remembrancer's Department. He 
also has the custody of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer’s teal of office, and by his authority 
that seal is affixed to all legal docaments. The 
King’s Remembrancer is the successor of the 

“Great Pipe,” through which all revenue of the 
Crown poured into the Treasury ; in fact, 
he is the survivor of the ancient Court 
of Exchequer, of which the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer was the nominal head. The 
Chancellor still. presides in the Lord Chit 
Jnstics’s court daring the ceremony of pri 
ing the sheriffs. The office has an Equity side 
anda Common Law side, and has to deal not 
only with. suits touching income tax,legacy and 
succession daties, assessment of house daty, 
but all finance and revenne, including proseca- 
tions for smuggling. Processes relating toQueen 
Anne's Bounty are also sealed in this depart- 
ment. It is interesting to note that the name 
is derived from the general commencement of 
legal documents—“Be it remembered.” 

Perhaps the most curious ceremony, and one 
appealing most to the popular imagination, is 
the trial of the Pyx, to determine the fineness 
of the metals of the coinage and cf gold and 
silver plate in relation to the standard spe- 
cified by law, which takes place annually in 
Jane or Joly at the Goldsmiths’ Hall. The 
Remembrancer presides st the swearing-in of 
the jary, and receives and records their verdict, 
Gold coins must be cleven-twelfths of fine 
gold and one-twelfth of alloy. Silver coins are 
tobe thirty-seven-fortisths of fine silver and 
three-fortieths alloy. A remedy allowance for 
variation is provided for, 

Sir Frederick Pollock, second baron, who 
as has already been mentioned, himself held 
the office, in be interesting ‘Personal Re- 
membrances,” ‘he history of the an- 
cient office of Qaeen's Remembrancer, which 
dates st least from the reign of. Henry IL, 
is a curious one. Up to the year 1823 it was 
held by the Right Hon. Thomas Steele, who 
had been one Pitt’s right hand men, and was

“The Qaeen’s Remembrancer is at the 
head of the department which bas charge of 
all revenue suits formerly belonging to tho 
old Court of Bxchequer, and now transferred 
to the Queen’s Bench. These would comprise 
all proceedings by the Crown for the recovery 
of income and assessed taxes, succession, legacy, 
and probate daties, or for the recovery of land 
or rents due to the counties of Bogland and 
Wales, for uso in court on the Morrow of St. 
Martin, and of the parchment rolls to be 
pricked by the Sovereign ; and other matters 
pertaining to the execution of the office of 
sheriff, also belong to the department of the 
Remembrancer. It ia the duty, too, of that 
officer to attend at the nomination of sheriffs 
on the Morrow of St. Martin. There are alao 
some interesting duties to be performed, bat of 
8 fax less onerous and responsible nature. He 
has to attend as the officer of the Queen's 
Bench when the Lord Mayor makes his appear: 
ance of Nov. 9 every year.to take the
